introduction 


The Company of Young Canadians was established 
by an Act of Parliament two years ago. This Act was 
more than a piece of legislation, it was an act of faith 
in the ability and willingness of young Canadians to help 
build a better Canada. We believe that this faith has 
not been misplaced. 


At the time of our 1967 Annual Report, the Com- 
pany had been operating for eight months. We said then 
that this short period did not give enough time to assess 
the value, or future, of full-time voluntary service. We 
now know that full-time voluntary service is an important 
eure in the struggle for a better Canada for all Cana- 

ians. 


There was a great deal of criticism of the Company 
during the last year, some of it justified, some of it not. 
Despite, and perhaps because of this criticism, the Com- 
pany has grown. There is a new competence and con- 
fidence among volunteers. This is reflected by successes 
in identifying and solving problems in the many Cana- 
dian communities where our volunteers live and work. 
We have also been encouraged by the number of requests 
from communities seeking help, and the expressions of 
support from community people in places where we are 
already at work. 


The year 1967-68 has been one of growing, learning 
and maturing. It was a year in which the Company, both 
internally and in the field, found a firmer sense of direction 
and achieved positive results. There are still many aspects 
of our operation that need to be improved. In many areas 
we need to acquire more knowledge and skill. 


The 20% budget cut forecast last December became 
a reality at the beginning of the new fiscal year. Between 
December and March 31st, the Company realized its pro- 
gram would have to be reduced by a corresponding figure 
and the Provisional Council developed procedures and 
processes to do that. 


We evaluated all projects to determine the strength 
and quality of each and of the entire program. After much 
discussion, necessary decisions were made. 


Our aim is a quality program, and our concern is 
to respond in the most effective way to community needs. 


Upon reading this report, we hope you will share our 
faith in the Company of Young Canadians and will play 
your part in helping us build a better Canada for all 
Canadians. 
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organization 


The major organizational change last year 
was the decentralization of staff and elimina- 
tion of regional offices. This change empha- 
sized the importance of projects bringing staff 
and other resources closer to the community. 


This move to a project-based Company was 
designed to make the Company as a whole 
more effective. It was accompanied by em- 
phasis on the development of team projects, 
rather than on single placement of one or two 
volunteers. More than 95% of CYC volun- 
teers are now working on team projects. Staff 
and volunteers share responsibility on each 
project and keep in close touch with the 
community. 


Decentralization has resulted in the re- 
duction of Ottawa staff from 45 in March, 
1967, to 17 this year. The field staff increas- 
ed over the same time from 20 to 50. 


the volunteer 


Volunteers do not impose solutions on com- 
munities. They help the community people 
find solutions to those problems the com- 
munity itself regards as urgent. Our volun- 
teers do not attempt to replace urban experts, 
sociologists and other professionals. Nor do 
they go into a community with ready-made 
plans and policies. The volunteer’s main job 
is to help people help themselves. They act 
as community catalysts, providing a special 
kind of human resource which complements 
existing resources. 


As of March 3l1st, 1968, there were 225 
volunteers working in communities across 
Canada. This is an increase of 158 volun- 
teers from March 31st, 1967. All volunteers 
earn living expenses and $35 a month. The 
average monthly stipend is under $180. 


The volunteers’ average age is 23. The 
majority are university or high school gradu- 
ates from middle-class backgrounds. Many, 
we hope, will be encouraged by their experi- 
ence with the Company to continue their 
education upon completion of their service. 


Volunteers have one important quality in 
common —da concern for people that has 
been transformed into the task of improving 
life for all Canadians. 


selection and training 


The selection of young people capable of 
working effectively in the Company is a con- 
tinuing problem. As a result selection proce- 
dures are constantly under review. 


An important feature of the present pro- 
cess is a selection weekend in which fifteen to 
twenty applicants spend a weekend with a 
group of three or four staff members. Group 
discussions, individual interviews and seminars 
on CYC projects enable the selection team to 
evaluate applicants. 


A successful applicant becomes a trainee 
on a project for several weeks. A decision is 
then made on his acceptability as a volunteer. 
This process also permits the trainee to come 
to decisions on his own suitability for CYC 
work. 


Training is arranged by each project and is 
a program appropriate to individual situations. 


The Company averages more than 100 
enquiries and applications a month from a 
wide range of Canadians. 


policy ... and how it is carried out 


Policy for the CYC is determined by the 
17-member Provisional Council. This Coun- 
cil, formely government appointees, took an 
important step this year when five members 
were elected by the volunteers. The elec- 
tion increased volunteer participation in the 
governing of the CYC, in accordance with 
G provision in the Company’s Act. Four of 


those elected are volunteers: Dal Brodhead, 
Robert Davis, Paul-André Baril and Maurice 
Cloutier. The fifth is Stan Daniels, an Indian 
leader from Alberta. 


Council committees, on such subjects as 
personnel, program, and finance, make rec- 
ommendations to the Council. The implemen- 
tction of policy decisions is the responsibility 
of the Exectutive Director and his staff. 


The Council and committees usually meet 
every two months. 


public relations and information 


When the Act to establish the Company 
was being discussed in the House of Com- 
mons, many speakers observed that there 
would be controversy and criticism. Some 
members, in fact, noted that the Company 
would be most responsible when there was 
considerable criticism of its efforts. If that 
observation is correct, we have just gone 
through a very, very responsible year. 


No one believed that an organization 
committed to our principles could escape con- 
troversy and abuse. This is not to say that all 
the criticism we have suffered has been un- 
deserved. Some critical comments have been 
valid and constructive, and we have learned 
from them. On the other hand, much of the 
criticism indicates a complete misunderstand- 
ing of how effective social change takes place 
and of the Company’s role. History shows that 
change does not always take place quietly, 
respectably and without passion. 


We can’t achieve full equality and freedom 
in this country without controversy and 


heated discussion. We think strong opinions 
and criticism are inevitable in our kind of 
work. 


Having said that, it is only fair to observe 
that we have made considerable progress in 
the last year in informing the Canadian peo- 
ple about the activities of the Company. 


Senior staff members have given dozens of 
speeches to service clubs, youth, university 
and community groups. We have tried, where 
possible, to focus attention on issues rather 
than on the CYC as an organization. In York- 
ville, for example, the real issues are not the 
CYC, nor David DePoe —the real issues are 
the growing drug culture represented in York- 
ville; the hundreds of young people who have 
fled to Yorkville largely from middle-class 
homes; the alienation and sense of irrele- 
vance felt by so many young people today. 
Those are substantive issues, and they need 
to be considered. If the Company of Young 
Canadians blocks that kind of discussion and 
debate, then we are performing a disservice. 
But if we are able to encourage discussion, 
then we are performing a very valuable and 
necessary role, and we are fulfilling part of 
our mandate to the people of Canada. 


Besides speaking to many groups in the 
past year, we have developed contacts and 
connections with many other organizations 
who are concerned with similar problems. We 
mention in particular the very valuable col- 
laboration we have enjoyed with the National 
Film Board, whose ‘Challenge for Change’ 
series is a vital part of the war against poy- 
erty, ignorance and inequality in Canada. This 
series of films represents a remarkable at- 
tempt to focus attention on real problems 
through the use of film. 


The Company will continue to develop its 
relations with the public. Understanding of 
the situations with which our volunteers work 
is essential to the eventual solution of prob- 
lems and to the effectiveness of the Company. 
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international programs 


While the Company had hoped to initiate a 
small pilot program overseas this year, the 
Council decided that the budget would not 
permit any overseas work now. As a result, 
the possibility of international projects has 
been postponed for at least a year. 


volunteer resignations 


There were 45 volunteer resignations during the last fiscal year. 
The three main reasons for this number were — personal prob- 
lems, new employment and a desire to return to school. The personal 
reasons are varied and include dissatisfaction with the Company, 
failure to get along with other volunteers, boredom, marriage, family 
or personal difficulties such as ill health.

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a community speaks 


The true judges of the Company must be 
the communities where we work. Here is 
one comment from one community. Letters 
like this come often enough to give volun- 
teers renewed spirit. 


“Dear Sir: 


| don’t recall just when in 1967 | was first 
subjected to the CYC except that it was early 
in the year. 


“Being a normal Canadian and having faith 
in the fact that government was elected by the 
people for the people | was going merrily on 
my own little way, bothering nobody and ex- 
pecting the same in return. 


“In December, 1966, community people 
came to the realization that we were in for a 
fast swindle from our elected city officials 
and the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede 
Board. The Residents Committee of the Vic- 
toria Area was formed at that time and | was 
elected chairman. Since then, | have worked 
closely with Bernie Muzeen and Marc De 
Hass, two CYC volunteers. 


“It was through the efforts of the CYC that 
we were made aware of our rights as citizens 
of Canada. But we also found out that only 
by organizing as a group were we able to at- 
tract any attention to our plight. Not having 
the time during the day to acquire what in- 
formation we needed to carry on our fight, but 
having the people from the CYC to get the 


information for us, we have made an impres- 
sion on the rest of Canada through the press 
and assorted magazine articles by stopping 
the proposed steal. 


“At present, also with the efforts of the 
CYC, we are contemplating plans for rehabili- 
tation of our area if no decent solution with 
the city and the Stampede Board is forth- 
coming. 


“\f it ends up coming to rehabilitation of all 
or part of the area, the services of the CYC 
will be invaluable to our group. It still seems 
strange, however, that the Canadian govern- 
ment has to form a group such as the CYC to 
go across our nation to inform people on how 
best to fight the people we elect to protect 
our interests.”

projects 


CYC projects fall into four areas: urban 
renewal, housing and related urban _ prob- 
lems; rural and isolated community develop- 
ment; youth and education; and projects in- 
volving Indians and Métis. 


Our earlier ‘scattered project’’ approach was 
natural to a period of experimentation, but it 
is important now for the Company to develop 
its skills and competence in specific areas in 
which full-time voluntary service can play a 
significant role. 


strengths and weaknesses 


One of the most encouraging developments 
last year was the expansion of our Quebec 
projects. There were four volunteers working 
in Quebec a year ago. Today there are close 
to one hundred. Three projects are in the 
metropolitan Montreal area and one is in 
Jcliette. All projects are based on the princi- 
ples of ‘animation sociale’, and all involve 
people in solving their own community prob- 
lems. It has been encouraging that so many 
young Quebecers have become _ associated 
with the Company in Quebec. 


But it remains one of the disappointments 
of the Company that in the Atlantic area 
there are fewer volunteers now than a year 
ago. There are many reasons for this failure 
and the Company must accept the blame 
for most of them. By the end of the year, 
however, we had placed staff persons in Cape 
Breton Island and New Brunswick to develop 
project bases there. We hope hope these two 
starts will revive our activity in the Atlantic 
area. 


urban projects 


About 28% of CYC volunteers work on 
problems related to urban renewal programs 
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in Vancouver, Calgary, Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Kingston, Ottawa, Montreal, Fredericton and 
Saint John, N.B. Some volunteers work with 
residents in public housing projects helping 
them form associations to exercise their rights 
(Vancouver). Others help local people to fight 
expropriation and to present briefs on the ur- 
ban renewal process to local government au- 
thorities (Calgary). Some volunteers help local 
people to participate in the urban renewal 
programs (Montreal). All projects in this area 
are trying to help residents by putting them 
in touch with other government and agency 
resources, by helping residents to start proj- 
ects of their own, and by generating involve- 
ment and enthusiasm. 


youth and education 


Growing numbers of young people in Can- 
ada are dissatisfied with the school system 
and with existing institutions. As a result, 
some drop out of school, some flee to York- 
ville, some smoke marijuana, others start ‘free 
schools’. The Company’s response is neither 
to praise nor condemn these developments, 
but to work with some of these young people 
in an attempt to find constructive ways for 
them to participate in society. 


Our volunteer in Yorkville has helped make 
available much needed legal, medical, psychi- 
atric and welfare services in co-operation with 
welfare and church organizations. He has 
also aided a local group, the Diggers, to deal 
with some of the problems in one of Canada’s 
best known hippie communities. 


In B.C., several CYC volunteers work at 
two ‘free schools’ to seek alternative learn- 
ing methods for youth. The _— following 
statement comes from a progress report of 
the Vancouver Youth Project: ‘The project 
addresses itself directly to those young peo- 
ple who do not seem to fit into the established 
order for either social, economic or psycho- 
logical reasons. The project is concerned with 
opening up the existing order to take into 


account the positions and viewpoints of young 
people as well as exploring some possible al- 
ternatives, such as educational experiments. 
Serious attempts are being made to bridge the 
gap between existing social institutions (e.g. 
Welfare and Police) and the ever-increasing 
number of disaffiliated urban teenagers. 


“The project does not view these two ap- 
proaches (i.e. working within or outside of 
existing structures) as being mutually exclu- 
sive. More important is the communication 
between the two in order to increase under- 
standing and act constructively on what some 
people view as the youth problems, and others 
see as the dilemma of youth”. 


rural and isolated 


In the Northwest Territories, northern Al- 
berta, southern Saskatchewan, and_ north- 
western Ontario, CYC volunteers are working 
in rural, isolated areas helping people with a 
variety of social and economic problems. They 
help to publish a community newsletter, or- 
ganize meetings with government officials, 
help to produce radio programs, encourage 
formation of community groups, and begin 
adult education classes. 


As an example of this type of rural com- 
munity development, in the Lesser Slave Lake 
area of northern Alberta, a local development 
committee has begun with the assistance of 
CYC volunteers to promote economic and 
tourist development in the area. 


indians and métis 


Volunteers work in Alert Bay, B.C., Yellow- 
knife, and other Great Slave Lake communi- 
ties, northern Alberta, southern Saskatche- 
wan, Brandon, Winnipeg, northwestern On- 
tario, and Eskasoni, Nova Scotia, with Indians 
and Métis. 


Their aim is to help Indians and Métis make 
choices for themselves, by showing them op- 
portunities and by trying to encourage contact 


and cooperation with white people in the area. 
The volunteers try to put Indians in touch 
with each other (by radio programs or 
news bulletins), they assist the Band Councils 
and other Indian groups on the reserves with 
meetings and preparing briefs. They also work 
with Indians who have decided to move to the 
city to find homes, jobs and companion- 
ship. 


CYC volunteers do not try to turn Indians 
or Métis into white men; neither do they at- 
tempt to restrict Indian or Métis people to 
poverty-stricken ghettos. The objective is to 
help these people decide what they want to do 
and then to help them do it. 


family budgetting 


Thirty CYC volunteers are working on the 
A.C.E.F. project in Montreal. The Associa- 
tion Cooperatif d'Economie Familiale is a 
Quebec organization aimed at helping low- 
income families with their budgeting and 
purchasing problems. This approach to com- 
munity social and economic problems is to be 
expanded throughout Quebec in the future. 


recreation and children 


About fifteen volunteers in Vancouver; 
Toronto; Faust, Alberta; and other areas are 
organizing nursery schools for pre-school age 
children, starting clubs and_ recreational 
groups for young people in association with 
existing agencies. Such programs are impor- 
tant for involvement in wider community is- 
sues, rather than as an end in themselves.
